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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of there references to claims in the 
specification. The problem with reference to claims is that claims may be canceled or 
amended during the course of prosecution and thus render the description meaningless 
or inaccurate. Thus, all descriptions that made reference to claims must be amended 
to avoid such reference; for example, paragraph [00013]. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 7-9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based 
on a disclosure which is not enabling. The non-polar outer surface of the particles is 
critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not 
enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 
1976). The process of forming three-dimensional ("3D") object as recited in claims 9 
and 11 are known. The key difference is the particles utilized in the process. The 
particles of the claimed invention have two coatings wherein the inner coating is polar 
so that the outer surface of the particles is non-polar (by directing all polar groups into 
the inner polar coating). Due to the non-polar outer surface, the particles have very little 
"tendency to agglomerate", which problem has existed in the prior art formation of 3D 
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object. See instant specification, paragraph [00028], [00034], [00035],[00037] and 
[00040]. Claims 7-9 and 1 1 which fail to include this critical limitation are deemed 
based on a non-enabling disclosure.
